9 Marin labor 
Units Facing 
Strike Threat 


The Marin County Labor 
Council tomorrow night will be 
faced with the exceedingly 
touchy question of what to do 
about a strike threat against it, 
the Building 'Traces Council 
and seven affiliated unions. 
Office Employees Union Lo­ 
cal 3 is seeking sanction to 
strike against the Central La­ 
bor Council, Building Trades 
Council, Construction and Gen­ 
eral Laborers Union 291, Car­ 
penters Union 35, Machinists 
Union 238, Operating Engi­ 
neers Union 3, Bartenders and 
Culinary Workers Union 126, 
Painters Union 83 and Retail 
Clerks Union 119. 
Contracts with the councils 
and unions expired last Octo­ 
ber. The dispute has reached 
the state where a state concili­ 
ator has been called in but has 
thrown up his hands in despair 
at the problem, the Independ- 
ent-Journal learned today. 
The executive board of the 
Labor Council last Friday night 
denied the strike sanction, by 
split vote, it was learned. The 
matter is to come before the 
full council, representing all 
AFL-CIO affiliates in the coun­ 
ty, at a meeting at 8 p.m. to­ 
morrow in Painters’ Hall. 
Headquarters of the Office 
Employes Local 3 in San Fran 
cisco declined to specify the 
reasons for the dispute. How 
ever, it was reported reliably 
that demands for a severance 
plan, rather than an outright 
wage increase, resulted in the 
breakdown. 
Union officials, finding them 
selves on the opposite side of 
the bargaining table from that 
where they usually sit, refused 
a demand that 12^ cents per 
hour be set aside to purchase

One couple bought a house 
in San Francisco. Another mov­ 
ed to Richmond. The third 
couple still lives in Marin City. 


Fourteen Marin real estate 


brokers, who had been re­ 
ported to the committee as 
discriminating against mem­ 
bers of minority races, had 
been sent letters requesting 
them to tell their side of the 
story. None appeared at last 
night’s meeting in the court 


house or sent a letter of re- j 
ply. 


The committee has no power 
of subpena and must depend 
on volunteered information in 
its efforts to determine wheth­ 
er racial discrimination pre­ 
vents Negroes and Orientals 
from purchasing homes in Ma­ 
rin County. 
The committee received a 
letter from Mrs. Clemmie S. 
Barry, Mill Valley real estate 
saleswoman, who told how she 
lost her job after she and her 
husband sold a lot on Montford 
avenue in Homestead Valley to 
two Negro brothers. Mr. and 
Mrs. Barry now live in West­ 
wood, Lassen County. 


Edwin D. King of 590 Sun­ 
set parkway, Novato, told the 
committee he had heard of 
a real estate agent being 
fired because he sold a house 
in a neighboring Novato sub­ 
division to an Oriental. King 
told the committee he would 
check out what he had heard 
and report back. 


The committee agreed to 
send letters to all real estate 
brokers and subdividers in Ma­ 
rin County asking whether 
they would sell to anyone, re­ 
gardless of race. 


A list of those who are will­ 
ing to sell to Negroes or Orien­ 
tals would be submitted to the

New Missiles Go Into 
Operation At Barry 


The first Nike-Hercules guid­ 
ed missile site in Northern Cal­ 
ifornia became operational to­ 
day at Marin’s Ft. Barry. 
Five other Nike sites of the 
Army Air Defense Command 
in the Bay Area are to be con­ 
verted from the 
older and 
smaller Ajax missile to the Her­ 
cules, which is capable of car­ 
rying an atomic warhead. 
The Hercules, with a range 
in excess of 75 miles, is the 
newest member of the Army’s 
Nike missile family. It is rated 
many times more effective 
than the earlier Ajax. 
The missile launching plat- 


forms at Ft. Barry, which ad­ 
joins Sausalito, overlook the 
Golden Gate. 
In conjunction with the open­ 
ing of the initial Hercules site, 
the Army announced that a ma­ 
jor reorganization of Army air 
defense for the Bay Area will 
take place Friday, when the 
40th Antiaircraft Artillery Bri­ 
gade is reactivated to com­ 
mand the area’s Nike units. 
The 40th Brigade will take 
command of the 29th and 30th 
Artillery Groups of the San 
Francisco-Travis Army air de­ 
fense, with headquarters at Ft. 
Barry.

2-20 Year Sentence Given 
For Growing Marijuana 


Former College of Marin 
student Salvador Roberts Sor- 
ro, 28, who grew marijuana 
in his Kentfield and Larkspur 
homes two years ago, must 
spend from two to 20 years in 
state prison. 
Judge Thomas F. Keating of 
Marin Superior .Court yester­ 
day sentenced Sorro to prison 
for possession 
of 
narcotics 
with a prior conviction. Sorro 
was previously convicted in 
San Francisco in 1954. 
Sorro’s attorney asked the 
judge to strike out his pre­ 
vious conviction, which would 
have made him eligible for a 
county jail term rather than 
state prison. 
But Dist. Atty. W. 0. Weis- 
sich argued against erasing the 
prior record on grounds the 
intent of the law is to impose 
heavier punishment on repeat­ 
ed offenders. 
Judge Keating 
agreed and ordered the prison 
term. 


• Sorro and his wife, Maryle 
Ruth, 27, were arrested at 
their Larkspur home in Janu­ 
ary 1957 when police found a 
crop of marijuana growing 
under a basement sun lamp. 
While awaiting trial, they skip­ 
ped bail and disappeared. 
Both were arrested again 
last September. 
Sorro then 
pleaded guilty. 
He admitted 
to probation officers that he 
had planted marijuana seeds 
in the back yard of a Kentfield 
home where he formerly lived. 
They thrived. 
When he and 
his wife moved to Larkspur, 
Sorro said, he tried transplant­ 
ing the marijuana into the 
basement, using a sun lamp 
for light. But it did not work 
out as well as in the open 
Sorro reported. 
When 
police 
raided 
the 
basement, they found the mari­ 
juana plants in semi-wilted con 
dition. 


Garbage rates for Corte Ma­ 
dera residents are to climb 23 
cents per month by virtue of 
town council action last night 
approving a request of the Mill 
Valley Garbage Co. 
Approval of the request for 
a $1.50 per can base rate was 
given by 3-1 vote, Councilman 
Walter 
S. 
Long 
dissenting. 
Long earlier moved without 
success to have the increase 
postponed while studies were 
made to learn the scavenger 
company’s actual costs. 
Town Clerk Naydeen Penny 
read a letter from the company 
asking the hike because of in­ 
creased costs caused by closing 
of the Smith brothers dump at 
Las Gallinas and need for sal­ 
ary increases to employees. 
The company pointed out 
that Corte Madera rates would 
still be below those in Lark­ 
spur, San Rafael and Ross, 
whence garbage is taken for 
disposal to the Burdell dump 
on the Sonoma County line. 
A proposal by Long to “in­ 
spect the company’s books’’ and 
“analyze their costs” was called 
impractical by Town Manager 
Arthur H. Brandow. Brandow 
said it would be costly to do a 
complete analysis. 
The increase was approved 
subject to several conditions 
outlined by Brandow, includ­ 
ing a request that a new ex­ 
act haulage jnap be presented 
by the company, that the con­ 
tract not be extended at this 
time and that the franchise fee 
paid the city remain the same.

Voters of th e Kentfield 
School District will be asked 
to authorize $800,000 in bonds 
and state aid at the May 19 
trustee election to build class­ 
rooms for its ever-increasing 
population of school-age young­ 
sters. 
The five Kentfield School 
District trustees last night call­ 
ed for bond authorization of 
$500,000 and a state loan au­ 
thorization of $300,000. 
Asst. Supt. James R. Jordan 
estimated that if the number 
of pupils increases at the pres­ 
ent rate, the district will need 
18 new classrooms in the next 
five years. 
Bond money, if authorized, 
would 
help construct eight 
classrooms, an administrative 
unit and a multi-purpose room 
at the Wolfe Grade school site.

Exert Self-Discipline Or Face Government 


Curbs, He Declares In Economic Report 


WASHINGTON 
UP) — Presi­ 
dent Eisenhower said today the 
nation faces a grave choice— 
either self-discipline to pre­ 
vent a damaging inflation, or 
government controls “which 
are alien to our traditional way 
of life.” 
Eisenhower sent to Congress 
his economic report, third and 
last of the major annual mes­ 
sages. It announced a virtual 
full recovery from the reces­ 
sion, forecast record income 
and production in 1959, and 
held out hopes of tax reduc­ 
tion reasonably soon there­ 
after. 
It asked 31 laws to 
help “assure a vigorous growth 
of our economy.” 
ALARM BELL 
But the message clearly was 
meant as an alarm bell to rally 
labor, business and consumers 
to unite with the government 
in defending the value of the 
dollar. 
Wage rises that run ahead 
of increases in output per 
worker, Eisenhower said, push

NEW YORK (A*) — Anastas I. 
Mikoyan said today before tak­ 
ing off for Moscow he was 
“very satisfied” with his visit 
to the United States. 
Mikoyan, interviewed in the 
rain at Idlewild Airport, was 
asked if there is a possibility 
of a big power conference on 
German re-unification. He con­ 
sidered the question and then 
said: 
“Well, I cannot guess.” 
Asked whether he believed 
his visit had improved inter­ 
national relations, he replied: 
“I cannot say. But all the 
talks I had here were directed 
toward this aim.” 
Earlier, President Eisenhow­ 
er and Secretary of State John 
1 oster Dulles urged Mikoyan to 
report in Moscow the unswerv­ 
ing belief of Americans in the 
right of peoples “to determine 
their own form of govern­ 
ment” 


Dulles sent a telegram to 
Mikoyan just before his plane 
took off for Moscow. Mikoyan 
had left Washington by train in 
mid-morning. 
He said they hope the Soviet 
official’s visit has been of value 
and that he will give the Soviet 
people Van expression of the 
sincere desire of the people of 
the United States for friend 
ship with them.” 
In Washington, Mikoyan told 
reporters: 
“Please convey to the popula­ 
tion of Washington and to all 
the people I met in the United 
States my gratitude for their 
very warm welcome and hos­ 
pitality and their desire for 
peace and friendship with the 
Soviet Union. And when I ar­ 
rive in my country I will con­ 
vey to high people all the best 
wishes and the desire for peace 
of the American people.”

Eisenhower announced for­ 
mation of a new Committee on 
Government Activities Affect­ 
ing Prices and Costs, probably 
to be headed by Dr. Raymond 
J. Saulnier, chairman of the 
President’s Council of Econom­ 
ic Advisers. 


ITS FUNCTION 
This body will be charged 
with delving into all govern­ 
ment programs having an im­ 
pact on the economy. 
If government income and 
spending can be matched in 
the year starting next July 1, 
and if tax collections are swell­ 
ed by the expected growth of 
income and business profits, 
Eisenhower said, then—“A sig­ 
nificant additional step in tax 
reduction and reform can be 
taken in the reasonably fore­ 
seeable future.” 
More dlirectly than in the 
past the President aimed his 
exhortation at unions entering 
wage negotiations. 
“Leaders 
of labor unions have a particu­ 
larly critical role to play, in 
view of the great power lodged 
in their hands,” he asserted. 
“Self-discipline and restraint 
are essential if reasonable sta­ 
bility of prices is to be reach­ 
ed within the framework of 
the free competitive institu­ 
tions.” 


1-Way Plan 


Will Begin 
In March 


The “one-way circle” traffic 
plan to relieve congestion in 
the Irwin street underpass area 
in San Rafael will go into ef­ 
fect March 2, the city council 
decided last night. 
The councilmen postponed 
the starting date until March 
because several businessmen 
suggested the one-way circle 
be held up until after rains 
and floods are over. 
Mayor John F. Mclnnis ob­ 
served that the circle plan is 
just the first step in the over­ 
all-solution of the traffic prob­ 
lem. 
ASKS OTHER IDEAS 
He said he would ask mem­ 
bers of the traffic committee 
to try to come up with fujrther 
recommendations by Mid-Feb­ 
ruary so other changes can go 
into effect at the same time 
the “circle” is adopted. 
The “one-way circle plan’* 
will mean this: Northbound 
Highway 101 traffic coming 
into San Rafael will turn off 
at Irwin street but cannot turn 
left under the underpass. Ir­ 
win street will be one-way 
north from the underpass to 
Third. Third will be one-way 
west bound to Lincoln. Lincoln 
will be one-way southbound to 
Second, and Second one-way 
eastbound from Lincoln to the 
underpass. 
OTHER CHANGES 
Other changes that will ac­ 
company the “circle” are no 
parking from 4 to 6 p.m. on 
the east side of Irwin street 
from the underpass to Belle, 
and on the south side of Third 
street from Irwin to Grand 
avenue. 
There was no serious opposi­ 
tion to the plan, although sev­ 
eral citizens wanted to know 
whether the parking restric­ 
tions from 4 to 6 were neces­ 
sary, and whether the traffic 
problems should be tackled in 
an over-all manner rather than 
piecemeal.

Negro couple walked into the 
last bedroom “to find the 
salesman hiding, squatting 
down around the corner of 
the door,” they related. 
The Cluffs listed five other 
attempts to find houses in Ma­ 
rin County, all of which were 
unsuccessful. They said they 
had in mind a two or three 
bedroom house at about $17, 
500.

Mr. and Mrs. Andrew Mc­ 
Kee “gave up” and bought a 
house at 4001 Alemany bou­ 
levard in San Francisco. An 
apartment on its lower floor 
is rented to Caucasians, the 
letter said. 
Fen Baker of 42 Ridge road, 
San Anselmo. a first year stu­ 
dent at San Francisco Theolog­ 
ical Seminary, reported that 
an informal survey of minority 
group families with children 
enrolled in M a r i n C o u n t y 
schools turned up 191 Negro 
families and 18 Oriental fam­ 
ilies. All except 19 of the Ne­ 
gro families had children in 
the Sausalito School District, 
he said. 
John Walton, Negro real 
estate agent who lives in Ma­ 
rin City, told the committee, 
“Negroes are discriminating 
against 
me 
because 
they 
don’t come to me when I’m 
right there in Marin City.. . . 
I’ve got a nice piece of prop­ 
erty right now up in No­ 
vato.” 
Eric Moncur, a new Marin 
resident at 453 Miller Creek 
road, Marinwood, said when he 
was house-hunting real estate 
salesmen would tell him smug­ 
ly: “They’re no Negroes over 
here.” 


Giant Slide 
Threatens In 
Fairhills Area 


A gigantic slide threatens an 
entire hillside in the Fairhills 
area of San Rafael, City Coun­ 
cilman Fred Jensen reported 
last night at the city council 
meeting. 
And if the hillside goes, parts 
of Fairhills drive and 
Valley 
View avenue may go down witn 
it, Jensen added. He said the 
entire 
slope 
from 
Fairhills 
down to Elizabeth way could 
be affected once the hill starts 
slipping. 
City fathers authorized Pub­ 
lic Works Supt. Norris Rawles 
to spend up to $1.500 for soil 
tests to determine what danger 
exists. 
The present danger spot is 
at the intersection of Fairhills 
and Valley View. Rawles said 
the most he can get from state 
flood damage funds is $12,000 
for the area, but he estimates 
the cost for repair of Fairhills 
drive will be far 
more 
than 
that. 
Rawles had been thinking of 
sending a bulldozer into the 
area to shore up the danger 
area. But Councilman Jensen, 
a retired contractor, 
advised 
against any such move, because 
the action of one or two bull­ 
dozers could send 
the whole 
hillside sliding. 
Rawles said runoff seems to 
get between the rock 
forma­ 
tions and starts the upper lay­ 
ers of earth, 
including 
big 
trees and roads, slipping down­ 
ward.

SACRAMENTO (UPD—Califor­ 
nia was heading today toward 
record prison population of 
20,000 inmates. 
In a year-end report to Gov. 
Edmund G. Brown, state Direc­ 
tor of Corrections Richard A. 
McGee 
said 
t h a t 
“ growth, 
phenomenal growth, sums up 


in a single word the highlight 
of 1958.“ 
McGee said the prison popu­ 
lation swelled by 13.5 per cent 
last year and reached a record 
19,202 — 18,472 men and 730 
women. 
“Advance planning and in­ 
genuity met the immediate 


need of secure housing,” Mc­ 
Gee said. “But unfortunately, 
it cannot be said that it met 
it in a manner wholly satisfac­ 
tory. 
“Facilities of the department 
were more than 30 per cent 
overcrowded at the end of 
1958. Two men were jammed 
into cells designed for one, 
dormitories were double-bunk­ 
ed, beds were put in dayrooms 
and even corridors.” 
McGee said that despite the 
construction started this year 
on a new prison at Los Padres, 
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“it is obvious that unless some 
immediate step is taken, ser­ 
ious overcrowding 
will

tinue in 1959.”

Oakland-S.F.

I-J Special Report 
SACRAMENTO—A bill call­ 
ing for construction of a sub­ 
aqueous tube for rapid transit 
between San Francisco and 
Oakland will be introduced in 
the Legislature later this week 
by Marin Sen. John F. Mc­ 
Carthy. 
McCarthy said today he 
has been requested by the 
Bay Area Rapid Transit Dis­ 
trict to “carry their legisla­ 
tive program this season.” 
The tube will be the major 
item of the district’s propo­ 
sals and “an important one 
to relieve Bay Area traffic 
congestion,” he said. 
Other bills will merely be 
technical changes in the tran­ 
sit district act. 
The tube measure would be 
“similar 
to 
the 
bill under 
which we constructed the San 
Rafael-Richmond Bridge,” Mc­ 
Carthy said. 
“A percentage of the tolls 
from the San Francisco-Oak- 
land Bay Bridge would be 
used for repayment of prin­ 
cipal and interest on the ini­ 
tial bonds. 
It would be re­ 
paid on the basis of a per­ 
centage of the rapid transit 
passenger fares.” 
He did not indicate how 
much the tube was expected to 
cost. 
The tube would be construct­ 
ed by the Bay Toll Bridge Au­ 
thority or its successor, but 
would not be built unless the 
rapid transit district success­ 
fully passed a bond issue to 
build the rest of the rapid 
transit system.

In a letter to Secretary of 
Interior Fred Seaton, they said 
they would “wage an unremit­ 
ting fight against any recon­ 
sideration of legislation that 
would permit the sale of falling 
water of the Trinity to the 
Pacific Gas and Electric Co.” 
MILLER SIGNS 
The letter was signed by 
Reps. Clement W. Miller, John 
J. McFall, John Moss, B. F. 
Sisk, Harlan Hagen and Har­ 
old T. Hohnson. 
It was prompted by the ab­ 
sence of Trinity power funds 
in President Eisenhower’s bud­ 
get for next year and a state­ 
ment attributed to Undersec­ 
retary of Interior Elmer F. 
Bennett that the Interior De­ 
partment would continue to 
seek approval of a partnership 
with PG&E. 
PG&E OFFER

Project was authorized for all- 
federal 
construction

years ago, but Congress at that 
time directed the Interior De­ 
partment to investigate and re­ 
port on a PG&E offer to build 
the power features. 
Seaton

Committee refused by a 14-14 
tie vote to bring the bill up 
for final action. 
The six California Democrats 
said that, since the House com­ 
mittee failed to approve the 
partnership, the Interior De­ 
partment is required to pro­ 
ceed with federal construction 
of the power plants.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Governor Right In Urging 
Thinking Of State As Unit 


Gov. Pat Brown was taken to task last 
week by a Los Angeles Democratic legis­ 
lator because the governor had failed 
to name a single Southern Californian 
to the State Public Utilities Commission. 
Brown answered that he is “trying to 
make appointments along geographic 
lines,” that he recognizes “to some ex­ 
tent that we have to have all parts of 
the state represented” but that he “does 
not intend to be bound by geographic 
appointments of other governors.” 
To some extent we can sympathize 
with the Southland solon. At times we 
have complained about being left with­ 
out direct representation on an impor­ 
tant committee or commission. The gov­ 
ernor also apparently recognized the 
validity of the protest, for he promised 
that his next appointment tc the PUC 
will come from the South. 
This makes sense not so much be­ 
cause the South should per se have a 
representative, but that to give the best 
service to the state, a man who knows 
the southern scene and problems would 
be of service in handling them. 
More important yet was a gruff bit 


of basic governmental philosophy which 
the governor inserted in his discussion 
of the matter. He said: 
“I do think there is a little bit too 
much talk about divisions in this great 
state, and that we ought to begin to 
think as one state.” 
The governor can certainly say that 
again. Two of our major problems right 
now are directly concerned with the ar­ 
bitrary division of the state into two 
camps. 
One problem is highway funds, which 
by legislative action are disbursed on a 
percentage basis above and below the 
Tehachapi. 
The second is the water problem 
which, by legislative inaction, has bog­ 
ged down in a civil war stalemate. 
Certainly in this great state there 
must be evidenced appreciation of the 
other fellow’s problems and the trust 
and confidence of one California resi­ 
dent in another. 
We are not going to split into two 
states, as some have proposed. There­ 
fore we should plan and think as one 
state, as the governor has suggested.

That rule presumably 
allowed the votes of t w o * 
thirds of the senators present 
to limit debate. It was soon 
discovered, however, that the 
1917 rule contained loopholes 
big enough for a Confederate 
army to march through. 


THE OLD loopholes were 
closed in 1949 but a new one 
was opened in that the re­ 
straint on filibusters did not 
apply to any future proposals 
to change the rules. And the 
vote requirement was stiffen­ 
ed to require the consent of 
two-thirds of all elected sen­ 
ators, however many might be 
absent.

ernm ent make some sort of ar­ 
rangem ent . . . Bobo’s future 
earnings will be split between 
himself, his 11 dependents and 
the government for back and 
current taxes,” Ellis said.

Castro Bedfast

San Rafael Canal’s elusive 
boundary lines can finally be 
tied down for good.

You Haven't Lived Till You've 


Guided Children Through Teens 


You haven’t lived until you’ve 
guided your children through 
their terrible early teens. The 
last few teen years usually 
aren’t too bad. But 13. 14 and 
15! Do you doubt what I say? 
Then ask anyone with teen­ 
agers. 
Anyone. 


What do you struggle over, 
during their early teens? Al­ 
most everything. They’re feel­ 
ing their oats. They want to be 
independent, but they have bad 
judgment. You must control, 
guide, direct. You must thwart 
them frequently. You can’t turn 
them loose. That would bring 
disaster ’ 


Dates? Of course. You dis­ 
agree over whom to go with, 
and how frequently. And over 
hours as well. When shall a 
party start? When shall it end? 
And clothes? Surely. Your boys 
want to wear their odd pants 
and shirts. Your girls have 
strange clothing fads. Hairdo? 
Yes, with both boys and girls. 
Dances? Music? Party conduct? 
Cars? 
Speech? H o m e w o rk ? 
Recreation? Allowance? Smok­ 
ing? Sleep? Food? Yes, again. 
You’ll argue about these things, 
too. 
Experience with hundreds of 
teen-agers has taught me three 


important lessons. Remember 
them, and you’ll reduce your 
troubles.

If you dessert them emotional­ 
ly they’re sunk. And so are 
you.

Drake Pupils 
Learn About 


Calculators 


A taste of the thinking be­ 
hind electronic calculators is 
being 
given to 
mathematics 
students at Sir Francis Drake 
High School. 


Thomas N. Edwards, chair­ 
man of the math department, 
has given an explanation of 
binary numbers to students in 
his freshman algebra classes. 
The binary number s y s t e m , 
based on 2 as the decimal sys­ 
tem is based on 10, is also the 
basis of the set-up of an elec­ 
tronic calculator, Edwards said. 


He also has shown his stu­ 
dents an article on topology in 
a 
recent issue of 
Scientific 
American. Topology, sometimes 
called ‘‘rubber sheet geome­ 
try,” is also essential to elec­ 
tronic calculating. 


PUZZLE PROBLEM 
A “puzzle problem” in top­ 
ology, for example, would be 
to figure whether water, elec­ 
tricity and gas lines can be laid 
to three separate houses in a 
row without any of the lines 
crossing. 
“Don’t puzzle too long,” said 
Edwards sympathetically. “It 
can’t be done. But using top­ 
ology you can calculate that it 
can t be done.” 
Edwards and the seven other 
mathematics teachers at Drake 
are considering adding tastes 
of binary numbers and topology 
as well as analytical geometry, 
calculus, and possibly college 
algebra to the courses now of 
fered at Drake.
